The plates bulge 
n sharply in the indicated direction, at 
the point where the broken section was 
detached. This armor belt tapers from 
a 10-inch thickness at its top to a four- 
nch thickness at its base. It is of the 
best Harveyized steel, and when It was 
being put in place the then assistant 
naval constructor. George W. Street. 
now dead, said that the metal was so 
hard that a bit was necessary to anneal 
it.

MONEY ORDER FRAUDS, 


Nine Methods by Which It Is Possible to 


Defraud the Government. 


Washington, Feb. 28.—The arrest of 


JameH W. Jones, a clerk in the auditor's 
office for the postoffice department, on 
a charge of defrauding the government 
by means of fraudulent money orders, 
reveals a new species of fraud practiced 
on the postal system, -S3ince beginning 
the investigation Into the methods of 
checking accounts In his office. Auditor 
Castle has discovered nine methods by 
tvhich It was possible to defraud tha 
money order department. Of these he 
had found that four had been put into 
operation by dishonest persons, and h« 
expected that ft would be found that 
tome one had also operated along the 
lineg of the other five. It \B a wonder, 
he said, that the postoffice department 
wag not bankrupted by dishonest clerks 
and postmasters, who could have gys- 
tematlcally robbed the government of 
millions of dollars a year. 


The method pursued by Jones was to 


tttke money orders which had been,im- 
properly filled out at different post- 
offices and returned to the 
auditor's 


office as "unused." fill them out prop- 
erly and send them to be cashed at the 
office on which they were drawn. Ac- 
companying the advice was a type- 
written slip, which said that by some 
mistake they had gotten Into the hands 
of the auditor's office. These slips were 
signed by Mr. Castle's name In fac- 
simile and looked &» though genuine.
